Partisans may see a victory of Democracy

That's the hard part about democracy and freedom and all 


those glowing ideals. Privileges,can only come hand in hand 
with duties. Rights create responsibilities. 


Nor is it bad for the citizen to be obliged to grasp the hand

comes growth and power—and, if he play the game fairly, 
happiness for himself and a better world for' his children's
